The village of Ilerndon, on tbe I. 
A. A T. Railroad, was the scene of a 

terrible boiler cxplosiou at 1:16 
k)'olook Monday, wbioh waa atlouded 
with fearfbl reaultt. Mettrt. Pace & 
Viugbaa were operating their taw 
inill with an engine rented fVom 
tianna A Co., of this oily, for which 
they paid 113.60 per mouth. It wua 
an old one, tomewJiat out of repair, 
but waa notcootldereil^nMfe. Sud- 
denly without a warning of impend- 
ing danger the boiler waa blown to 
alomt. John Crimea, the colored en- 
gineer, wat Inttantly kllledand blown 
to plaoea. Utt body wat out in two at 
tlie waiat and tbe lower portion 
hiathed into a tbapelaai mate agaiuat 
a aaw log 110 yardt away. Tbe bead 
waa blown entirely ofl and-fragmenla 
of skull and hair were all that waa 
ever found of It. The trunk waa 
hurled through the air and fell on 
the railruad at a dittanee ettiniated 
by our infurniaiit at 1S6 yards. 

C. W. Vaughau was aiightly 
wounded on the knee. 

Ernest Young waa kuot^ked down, 
brnined uii the shoulder and acalded.
